THE PLAN AS YET FAR FRO? 
COMPLETION. 


A Division of Opinion Among [Manu- 
facturers—Some of Them Bluntly 
Say They Will Not Go In—The 
Western [iills.

The principal topic of discussion this 
week in paper trade circles has been the re- 
port sent out last week to the effect that 
the. fine writing combination’ had been 
completed; but there is little credence 
placed in the report this week in the face of 
facts which are known. It is safe to assert 
that the dispatch from Providence sent to 
the New York Sun and printed in that pa- 
per of Saturday last reported nearer the 
exact condition of affairs in the fine writing 
combination suatn than other reports 
Widely circulated.

Thus it will be seen that the formation of 
the fine writing combination is yet a mat- 
ter of the future, but the fact that Dean & 
Shibley have the matter in charge is suffi- 
cient ground for belief that if such a com- 
bination is possible it will be pushed 
through to a successful termination. The 
fact that this firm would take the matter in 
charge was reported at some length in 
these columns some time since, but the dis- 
patch from Providence seems to give the 
matter an official standing and will place 
the manufacturers and promoters on a bet- 
ter footing for business. If the combine is 
to be pushed through it will need a capital- 
ization of at least the sum named, and even 
this vast amouat of money may not be suf- 
ficient to carry the scheme through to a 
successful. termination if some of the mills 

-are to be included. 

“Your correspondent has talked with a 

number of Holyoke’s prominent manutac- 


turers, and is of the opinion that if some | 


of the Holyoke mills are to be imcluded in 
the deal a price far above the market value 
of the plants must be paid. In fact, some 
of the mills are opposed to going into the 
combination under any condition, but the 
mill properties could likely be purchased if 
enough money were offered for them. I 
am of the opinion that some of the Hol- 
yoke mills would like very much to see a 
combination of this nature formed, pro- 
vided it would take the mills outright at a 
figure which the owners would set upon the 

i Men said to be interested in

In regard to the proposed combination 
of the writing-paper mills, respecting 
which there is much interest just now, your 
correspondent has been making inquiries 
of the manufacturers of this grade of paper 
in this valley. An editorial paragraph in 
Tue Paper Trape Journar of last week 
stated that advices had been received that 
the combination had been successfully ar- 
ranged. The Western manufacturers, how- 
ever, say they have received no information 
to this effect, and they are rather inclined 
to doubt it. While they say that it might 
be that a combination of the Eastern manu- 
facturers had been made, distinct from the 
Western, still their understanding of the 
matter was that the combination was ex- 
pected to include the mills of the West as 
well as the Past. Several of these manu- 
facturers went down to Chicago some lit- 
tle time ago to see the representative of the 
proposed combination, and it is expected 
that he will be up here next week for a fur- 
ther conference. It is certain at least that 
as yet the West is not included in any com- 
bination whatever. There is a general feel 
ing here that the interests of the mills 
would be forwarded by such an arrange- 
ment as is proposed, and the Western man- 
ufacturers may be said to be favorably dis-

THE PAPER STOCK BUSINESS. 


FELIX SALOFION * TALKS ABOUT 
*“PULPOTSIANIA.”’ 


The Well-Known Paper Stock Importer, 
Just Returned from Germany, Has 
Every Confidence in the Future of 
the Business. 


Felix Salomon, the well-known paper 
stock importer, has every confidence in the 
future of the paper stock business, and be- 
lieves those manufacturers who are victims 
of “pulpomania” will sooner or later see 
the error of their ways, and eventually re- 
turn to the use of rag stock in whole or in 


| part for the manufacture of paper. 


Mr. Salomon, who has been abroad in 
Germany for nearly a year, returned to this 
city by the Trave on Thursday for a brief 
stay. He reports the paper stock. busi- 
ness flourishing in Germany, and says bet- 
ter prices are going to rule this year in all 
grades. 

Mr. Salomon said yesterday in an inter-

“The outlook for the paper stock busi- 
ness abroad is very encouraging. The Ger-

“Prices will surely advance here for the 


grades of paper stock which importers are | 


now handling. The general business con- 
ditions are going to improve and a better 
demand will be the result. The principal 
grades, for which, in my opinion, there will 
be a steadily increasing demand this year, 
are jute stocks, ropes, colored cottons and 
the better grades of linen.” 

Asked concerning the oft-repeated state- 
ment that the days of the paper stock im- 
porter are numbered and tliat wood was re- 
placing rags permanently in the manufac- 
ture of paper, Mr. Salomon said: 

“Contrary to the views of others, 
not believe that the importation of paper 
stock will cease or that it will decline to 
such an extent as to.render it.unprofitable. 
I do not believe this country will ever pro- 
duce rags enough for the manufacturers’ 
needs,

Annual Session of the Statidners’ Board 
of Trade. 


The annual meeting of th _«holders 
of the Stationers’ Board of Trade was held 
at the board rooms on Tuesday of this 
week. The meeting was not largely at- 
tended, those present, either in person or 
by proxy, numbering but 50 per cent. of 
last year’s representation. 

There were present in person James C. 
Aikin, Robert Gair, Patrick Farrelly, 
Henry C. Bainbridge, Geo. C. Boorum, C. 
S. Kiggins, F. E. Hafely, Charles Brown 
and Bertrand Hopper. In addition to 
these nine proxy votes were received from 
twenty-two members, as follows: A. S. 
Barnes & Co., the Berlin & Jones Enve- 
lope Company, the Columbian Paper Com- 
pany, Z. & W. M. Crane, E. P. Dutton & 
Co., the Eagle Pencil Company, the Ester- 
brook Steel Pen Company, D. C. Heath & 
Co., Houghton, Mifflin & Co., the J. B. 
Lippincott Company, Little, Brown & 
Co., the Lothrop Publishing Company, 
the Macmillan Company, the Mount Holly 
Paper Company, G. B. Putnam’s Sons, 
the Rodgers Company, the Samuel C. Ta- 
tum Company, the Samuel Ward Com- 
pany, Ward & Drummond, Frederick 
Warne & Co., the Byron Weston Com- 
pany; the C. B. Woodworth Sons Com- 
pany. 

It was expected that there would be a 
larger attendance this year than is usual be- 
cause of the recent scandal in the secretary’s 
office. The members showed less interest 
in the board’s affairs this year than in any 
previous year, however, and what was ex- 
pected would prove an interesting meet- 
ing full of ginger developed into the tamest 
of perfunctory gatherings, and resulted in 
the election of all but five of last year’s 
board of trustees. 

The election of a board of eighteen 
trustees may F2 taken as a criterion of 
the f “Wing .f the vembers who voted 
towa i the course pursued by the last 
year’s board of trustees in the Davis mat- 
ter. It is an approval of that course, and 
indicates that the members have every con- 
fidence in President Henry C. Bainbridge.

The new board of trustees will meet next 
Tuesday to elect officers and a permanent 
secretary, as Edwin H. Loveless is merely 
acting as temporary secretary. The old 
officers will doubtless be re-elected, with 
the exception of Treasurer Andrew J. C. 
Foye, who has resigned his office, as he is 
retiring from business. 

For the post of secretary there are three 
candidates in the field, Edwin H. Loveless, 
thé present temporary secretary; H. M. 
Condit, formerly a clerk in the board, and 
now running a collection agency of his 
own, and William W. Davis, the late sec- 
retary, who, now that he has paid back 
what he stole, seems to think that he should 
have his old post restored to him. 

MEETING IN DETAIL. 


The annual meeting was called to order 
with President Henry C. Bainbridge in 
ihe chair, and Edwin H. Loveless acting 
as secretary. 

The minutes of the last meeting, as re- 
ported in THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL, 
were adopted as read. President Bain- 
bridge appointed F. E. Hafely and Geo. C. 
Boorum as tellers, and then arose to de- 
liver his annual address. The address in 
full was as follows: 

ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen and Members of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade—We are to-day assembled at the 
twenty-first annual meeting of the Stationers’ 
Board of Trade. The year 1898, which has just 
closed, will be long remembered as an eventful 
one in the history of our country. The impor- 
tance and vastness of our resources have surprised 
the world. The products of our mills are forcing 
their way into all markets, and prosperity is with 
us. Future prospects are bright, and we have 
much cause to be thankful. 

This past year, however, has not been all sun- 
shine to this board and its officers. Our secre 
tary, Mr. Wm, W. Davis, a man whom we respect- 
ed and in whom we placed every confidence, 
proved false to his trust and misused the funds. 
Your officers acted promptly tu protect your in- 
terests, and were successful in effecting a settle- 
ment with Mr. Davis, such as we believe will in 
time reimburse the board. The cashier and book- 
keeper, Mr. Dunham, was also involved, but for a

smaller amount. No way was found to recover 
the amount stolen by him, and your officers did 
not deem it advisable to take any action against 
him. 

In the information given out on the subject we 
do not seem to have made it plain that by the

been paid over to them promptly. 
some of our attorneys have been derelict 
it seems, cannot be avoided, notwithstanding the 
great care used in selecting correspondents—it has 
never occurred in the history of the board that 
money coming into the office has not been paid 
over promptly to members for whom it was re- 
ceived. 

Ail bills against the board have been regularly 
audited and passed by the finance committee, but 
have not as regularly been paid. However, all 
bills are paid to date, so that we start the next 
year without any indebtedness. To this we 
have had to use a portion of our reserve fund, but 
it is my belief that the amount so used will be re 
placed at an early date. 

From the treasurer’s report you will see that the 
disbursements for the year are in excess of re- 
ceipts. This is due to the fact, stated, that 
while the bills were regularly audited and passed 
by the finance committee, it has been the secre- 
tary’s custom to carry them over from month to 
month, and at the end of the year 1897 bills so au- 
dited and passed to the amount of about $1,000 
went over and were paid out of the receipts of 
1898: 

It will be the duty of the executive committee of 
the new board of trustees to see that the system 
of bookkeeping in use at present shall be material- 
ly changed—in fact, abolished—and a more com- 
prehensive system adopted. 

At the present time our membership numbers 
less than it has for years, but this is due to sev- 
eral causes, and not to any dissatisfaction on the 
part of those who have withdrawn during the past 
two years. Some have gone out of business; oth- 
ers have been consolidated, and some, it is true, 
have failed in business. A few years ago we lost 
at one time, because of consolidation, some twenty 
members, and it was not, as you will understand, 
an easy matter to add new members to that num- 
ber. Therefore, the present membership is due 
solely to the fact that we have not taken in new 
members as often as one has withdrawn. 

Since the organization of the board it has been 
of great benefit to its members, and its good work 
is readily admitted by many, but it is not appre- 
ciated by others, who do not use the board as they 
might to their own benefit. 

The information department is fully appreciated 
by those who make use of it. Prumpt and reliable 
information, based upon actual experience of mem- 
bers dealing with parties in the trade, upon their 
own statements, and upon information obtained 
from reliable correspondents, is furnished them. 
The expenses of conducting this department is the 
only increased expense to the office in some years. 
As has been stated before, we have now to pay 
for mercantile information, whereas in former 
years it was furnished gratis by correspondents. 
To this increased expense and the falling off in 
membership is due the advance in quarterly dues. 
Still I believe the board gives its members very 
satisfactory returns. 

Another important department is the collection 
department. If our members would send to this 
office for collection all their past-due accounts, it 
would be to their interest and the office would be 
benefited by the increased amount received from 
collection fees. Our rates of fees are as low as 
any, and the schedule of office fees on collections 
made through the office without the assistance of 
an attorney is the minimum. I cannot too strong- 
ly urge upon the members that the office is con- 
ducted for their interest alone, and not for profit 
to be distributed among those conducting its af-

fairs; consequently, they receive as good service, 
and at a lower price, than can be had elsewhere 
But it should not of this to 


give them for $60 per annum more than they re

ceive from other sources for $150, or even more 

The passage of the bankruptcy law, which the 
interests of the country for a number of years 
have generally demanded, is a step in the right 
direction. It removes temptation from the 
honest debtor to fail at the expense of others. A 


dis 


ally obtain—and now more effectually since the law 
has been enacted—carries weight, and will facili 
tate the prompt and economical adjustment of 


such matters. 
During the past year we have lost by death two 
of our old members, Mr. John George Bainbridge 


and Mr. Byron Weston. 


On November 18 Mr. Edwin H. Loveless, who 
has been in charge of the collection department 
for over seventeen years, was appointed by me 
temporary secretary, and he has rendered most 
efficient service at a very trying period. 

The duty of electing a permanent secretary will 
devolve upon the new board of trustees. Its im- 
portance will, I have no doubt, be fully appre- 
ciated. 

I feel deeply grateful to the officers and em- 


ployees for their valued assistance to me during 


the year, and particularly during the past two 
months.

Obituary. 


Mrs. BLoomrietp H. Moore. 

Mrs. Bloomfield H. Moore, of Phila- 
delphia, who was largely interested in the 
Jessup & Moore Paper Company, and also 
the Keely Motor Company, died in Lon- 
don on January 5. Mrs. Moore was born 
in Philadelphia in 1824. She was educated 
at New Haven, and in 1842 married 
Bloomfield H. Moore, who later associated 
himself with Mrs. Moore’s father, an ex- 
tensive manufacturer of paper, under the 
firm name of Jessup & Moore, the concern 
being now the Jessup & Moore Paper 
Company. Mr. Moore died in 1878, leav- 
ing a fortune to his widow and children, 
one son and two daughters. Mrs. Moore 
was also wealthy in her own right. She 
was an energetic woman throughout her 
life, and was an active figure in *Phila- 
delphia society for many years. She wrote 
almost constantly for the public press and 
magazines under the name of “Mrs. Clara 
Moreton” on social ethics and questions of 
the day which most affected women, and 
constantly fought what she considered the 
battle of women. In charity she was 
equally wide-minded, and made many sub- 
stantial contributions to worthy charitable 
institutions, principally to those which 
cared for women. Mrs. Moore was spe- 
cially interested in scientific subjects, and 
was an active and enthusiastic patron of 
the late John W. Keely in the construction 
of his motor, which was expected to revo- 
lutionize the world in its power-producing 
results. Both daughters of Mrs. Moore 
married noblemen. Miss Ella Carlton 
Moore married the Count Carl Gustav von 
Rosen, now first chamberlain and mas- 
ter of ceremonies at the court of Stock- 
holm, Sweden. Miss Mary Moore married 
the Baron Carl von Bildt, of Stockholm, 
formerly secretary of the Swedish Lega- 
tion at Washington. In 1890 the Baron 
von Bildt was Premier of Sweden. 

Bloomfield H. Moore left an estate val- 
ued at upward of $5,000,000, and permitted 
Mrs. Moore to use her own discretion in 
making a distribution of the estate to the 
three children. The son, Clarence B. 
Moore, was dissatisfied with the portion 
allotted him, and brought the matter into 
court, in which he averred that the eccen- 
tricity of his mother had deprived him of 
his full share of his father’s estate. The 
litigation was carried through the courts 
for some time, and an amicable settlement 
was finally reached. 








Leopotp KuPpFER. 

Leopold Kupfer died at his home, 859 
Lexington avenue, New York, December 
31. The cause of his death was typhoid fe- 
ver. He was ill only two weeks. Mr. 
Kupfer was well known among importers 
of fancy papers. He was born on February 
8, 1866, in Neustadt-on-the-Saale, Bavaria, 
Germany, and came to this country about 
fifteen years ago. He settled in New York,

And when the digester has 
been thus neglected, how queer it seems 
that the owner of the machine should call 
upon the maker for a new lining without 
cost to the owner. Queer, to say the least, 
and also seems to be considerably “cheeky.” 

About every mill I have been into for the 
past three months has had from one to 
four men dressed in overalls and warmus, 
and, armed with paint-pot and brush, pa- 
trolling the mill property. It is necessary 
to keep all weather exposed woodwork 
well painted, but it is an expensive job if 
done by the day, and usually a poor job if 
let out by contract. I would advise every 
paper mill man to purchase a paint spray- 
ing machine and have all his mill wood- 
work painted in one-tenth the time it now 
takes to do it, and with about one-half the 
quantity of paint. :

hour. There are 150 lights needed in the 
mill, and some of them must burn ten to 
fifteen hours a day, and some must burn all 
the time—say 75 lamps 24 hours per day. 
These at one-half cent per hour each would 
cost 12 cents per lamp per day. The aver- 
age being seventy-five lamps, the cost for 
carbide per day is just $9. A good dynamo 
connected to the mill power will turn out 
about twelve 16 candle power to each 
horse-power, requiring about 6% horse- 
power. It costs the average paper maker 
about $100 per year for each horse-power 
generated in his mill; 6% horse-power 
would then be worth $625. This is the cost 
of electricity for lighting the mill one year. 
We have seen that the cost of carbide was 
about $9 per day, or $2,808 for one year of 
312 days. The cost of acetylene lighting, 
above what it would cost for electricity to 
do the same work, is $2,183. Quite a tidy 
sum to save, and at the same time avoid 
the danger and inconvenience of open 
lights over the mill. I have said noth- 
ing ofthe excess of light claimed for the 
acetyl wviz., 24 candle power to 16 with 
electri@ity—I have not allowed for this, be- 
cause in agtual practice the waste of car- 
bide and @f gas during the using and mak- 
ing process is so great, in spite of the 
greatest care, that I hold there is not the 
excess claimed, when it comes right down 
to actual work, day after day.

Hiram S. Maxim, London, England, was 
recently in Ottawa investigating the pros 
pects for a pulp mill. He made an exam 
ination of the water power at Chelsea, 
owned by Gilmour & Hughson. 

The mayor of Woodstock, N. B., has re 
ceived a communication from a large busi 
ness concern in Ontario, which is cunsid 
ering the erection of an immense pulp mill 
in eastern Quebec or New Brunswick. 

The Sissiboo Falls Pulp Company, Wey 
mouth Bridge, N. S., has in its mill four 
grinders, three wet machines, two hydraulic 
presses and a smaller packing press. There 
are also the necessary repair shops and an 
electric light and steam-heating plant. The 
mill works day and night throughout the 
greater part of the year. Scarcity of water 
in certain seasons sometimes necessitates a 
suspension.

The imports of rags, old papers and ma- 
nilla stocks at the port of New York for 
the year 1808, as compared with those of 
the year 1897, were as follows:

The market for foreign rags was not very 
active at any time during the year, and for 
a greater portion of the time the demand 
in primary markéts was much better than 
here, while prices ruled relatively higher. 
Importers adhered as close as possible to 
the latter day rule of bringing out goods 
on orders only, and contracts were as care- 
fully avoided by consumers. The market 
has been, onthe whole, uneventful, the 
buyers having the advantage for the greater 
part of the year. 

Woop Putp. 

The importation of ground wood from 
British North America has increased some- 
what during the year, and the old discus- 
sion as to the placing by Canada of an 
export duty on pulp wood continued dur- 
ing the year, there being no change in the 
situation at the close. 

Domestic production has been fairly well 
taken up, and at times, when there was a 
temporary scarcity of supply, the market 
advanced for a time, but with the resump- 
tion of a plentiful supply of product the 
market sagged to its old level, and closed 
at $12@15 per ton quoted. 

BaAGGING, Etc. 

Domestic weavers of gunny cloth during 
the year attempted to have cotton tares 
practically placed on the dutiable list, 
claiming that stock which was brought in 
as paper stock free of duty was in fact not 
so used, the large pieces being sold for 
the purpose of covering cotton bales. 
Some lots of bagging were seized, but in 
the end the importers established their 
contention. 

Gunny bagging opened the year weak at 
figure it closed the year. Bright burlaps 
6s5c., but gained slightly during the first 
quarter, going to 75c. by July. By Sep- 
tember it had dropped to 67!4c., at which 
were steady during the year, ranging from 
82%4@8sc., while heavy wool tares opened 
at 90@924c., went to 92'4@o5c. in mid- 
summer, and closed at 90c. Manilla rope 
opened at 1.70c., dropped to 1.67'%c. by

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RAG ENGINE. 

An improvement in rag engines has just 
been patented. 

Instead of the ordinary oblong tub with 
a partition (mid-fellow) in the middle of 
the same and the backfall and bed plate in 
one partition and a roller with the rag 
knives fixed therein and working upon 
said bed plate, there is provided a circular 
tub with sets of knives fixed in its inner 





circumference, with their cutting edges 
running obliquely, and one or more circu- 
lar rollers suspended at a point outside 
above the tub on a spindle or pendulum 
forming the axle of these rollers. These 
rollers are also provided with cutting 
knives, and they are caused to rotate and 
at the same time to roll along around the 
inner surface of the tub, but being pre- 
vented from coming in close contact with 
the knives in the same. 

In the accompanying drawings, Fig. 1 is 
a vertical section of a machine according 
to the new system of working. Fig. 2 is a 
horizontal section of the same along line 
II of Fig. 1. Fig. 3 is an axial section of 
the cutter roller alone. Fig. 4 represents 
an end view of the roll. 

On a solid base or frame A is placed a 
tub B. At the lower part the inside of this 
tub is formed conically, as shown at C, or 
an extra conical ring may be arranged for 
that purpose. A central hub or projection 
D may be arranged centrally to the bottom 
of the tub. Upon the radical projection or 
shoulder formed by the conical ring C sets

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of knives E, with intermediate filling blocks 
F, are placed and fixed tightly therein. 
From above these knives and blocks are 
held in place by a flanged ring G, placed 
upon the upper edge of the tub B and held 
tight upon the same by the flanges H and 
bolts in the usual manner. A hood or cover 
K partly closes the whole and allows only 
sufficient room for the suspending bar of 
the cutter roller ‘to pass through and for 
its circulating movement. Centrally above 
the tub is arranged a driving shaft J, with 
a pulley L, and by means of a universal 
joint M or a ball-and-socket joint or any 
such suitable coupling means as are well 
known to any mechanic the lower end of 
the shaft J is coupled to a pendulum shaft 
N, to the lower free end of which is keyed 
the cutter roller O, exactly in the height of 
the knives -E. This cutter roller consists 
of a solid central part, with radial knives 
P fixed therein and held in place vertically 
or axially by covering plates Q. Above 
and below the cutter roller wings or fliers 
R R’ are arranged for the purpose of stir- 
ring up the material and to raise it. Below 
the lower wing R’ is a guide roller S. 
This rolls along the conical part C of the 
tub B and has for its object to prevent the 
cutter knives of the roller O from coming 
in contact with the knives E. A suitable 
outlet may be provided at the bottom of the 
tub for the outlet of the reduced material. 

The working of the new machine is as 
follows: Into the tub B is filled the material 
to be ground and reduced in fine particles, 
the rags or other fibrous material, and the 
necessary amount of water is admitted 
thereto. Then the pulley L is set in quick 
rotation, in consequence of which the roller 
O at the end of the shaft N has the ten- 
dency to fly outward toward the knives in 
the rim of the tub. The roller J prevents 
a too close approach of the roller knives 
against the knives E, and in its march 
around the inner circumference always 
new material is brought between the roller 
knives and the knives in the tub, the wings 
R and R’ thereby stirring up the material 
also and raising it, so that it is always kept 
in motion again and again exposed to the 
working of the cutters. 

The inventor says that he is aware that 
mills for reducing ores, quartz, and other 
minerals working upon the same principle 
have been used, and he does not claim, 
broadly, such mills as his invention; but he 
is not aware that the principle of this work- 
ing has ever been applied in connection 
with paper making and in place of the ordi- 
nary rag engines.

TRADE 
PULP GRINDER. 


A patent has been granted for an im- 
provement in pulp grinders. 

In the accompanying drawings, Fig. 1 
represents a side elevation in section of the 
machine; Fig. 2, a front elevation in sec- 
tion with part of the casing broken away to 
better disclose the parts beneath, and Fig. 
3, a view, partly in plan and partly in sec- 
tion, of the machine. 

The reference-letter a designates stand- 
ards erected and secured upon a suitable 
base or foundation and supporting bear- 
ings b for a shaft c, which extends across 
between the standards and carries the 
gtinding-stone d. The latter is clamped

noticed, is eccentric to the stone. There 
are preferably two rows or series of these 
rollers, as clearly shown In Fig. 3, and 
they constitute bearings for a ring f, which 
surrounds the stone and is serrated, rough- 
ened, or otherwise formed or provided on 
its inner surface for feeding purposes. This 
feed-ring is eccentric to the stone and is in- 
tended to maintain an adjustment to keep 
its inner surface at one point in as close 
proximity as possible to the stone, so that 
all of the wood carried against the stone by 
the ring will be reduced to pulp. In order

between a flange d’ on one end of a sleeve 
d@, extending through the stone, and a 
flange d’, fitting on the opposite end of the 
sleeve, bolts d* being passed through holes 
in the stone and through the flanges and 
the heads of the bolts bearing against one 
flange, while nuts d° on the bolts bear 
against the other flange. The sleeve is suit- 
ably keyed to the shaft. so that the stone 


standing the wearing of the stone, there is 
provided the following adjustment: The 
vat is formed with ears of flanges g, which 
project over and rest upon the tops of the 
standards a, and these flanges are slotted, 
as shown at ¢g in Fig. 3. Clamping-bolts 
g’ pass through the slots and through the 
top flanges of the standards and are 
equipped with nuts g*. The slots allow suf- 
ficient movement of the vat and feed-ring 
relative to the stone to compensate for 
wear of the same. The preferred arrange- 
ment in practice where the stone wears 
through five inches of its radius is to allow 
for a movement of the vat through half 
that distance to compensate for two and 
one-half inches of the wear, and then the 
vat is moved back to its initial position 
and a lining two and one-half inches thick 
is inserted in the feed-ring. 

The feed-ring and stone are driven in

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the same direction, as indicated by arrows 
in Fig. 1, and by the engagement of the 
serrated inner surface of the ring with the 
pieces of wood introduced between the 
ring and the stone a continuous feed of 
the wood against the stone is maintained. 
The pieces of wood are introduced through 
a door h in one side of the casing i, rising 
from the vat, and a pipe j enters that side 
of the casing to conduct the neecssary sup- 
ply of liquid thereinto. The pulp flows out 
of a spout k, located in a suitable part of 
the vat, and the latter may be drained 
through a wash-out opening m in its bot- 
tom, having a suitable closure or stopper. 
The feed-ring is of course driven at a very 
much reduced speed as compared with the 
stone. 

The gearing for transmitting motion 
from the shaft ¢ to the feed-ring is of the 
following description: A cone-pulley m on 
the said shaft is connected by a belt with 
the cone-pulley n’ on a shaft 0, journaled 
in bearings o’ on a standard p erected oh 
the vat. The shaft o carries a worm gq, 
which meshes with a worm-wheel q’ on a 
vertical shaft r, stepped in a bearing r’ on 
the vat and carrying a worm r’, in mesh 
with a worm-wheel s on the shaft s’, jour- 


7 naled in bearings in opposite sides of the 


vat and carrying a pinion ft, in mesh with 
a gear u, formed upon the middle portion 
of the feed-ring on the outer side of the 
same. It will readily be seen that through 
the described gearing the feed-ring will be 
driven in the same direction as the stone, 
but at a much lower rate of speed. The 
cone-pulley nm’ is mounted loosely on the 
shaft o and has a clutch member for en- 
gagement with a complemental member in 
a sleeve v, spliced to the shaft and en- 
gaged by a shipper-lever wv’. Said shaft is 
equipped with a hand-wheel w for use 
whenever it may be desired to move the 
gearing by hand.
